Pull 
gently but firmly until inner petals (or 
trumpet) sit centered about Vi "/1 ,5 cm 
above outer petals* Insert Va'V1 .5cm 
of paper stem through center hole of 
outer petals. Working quickly, spread 
hot glue over inserted Vs'VI *5cm of 
stem, press against inside of outer 
petals and pull stem yarn ends taut 
so that inner petals (or trumpet) sit 
snugly against outer petals and paper 
stem does not show through. Cut 
end of yarn on needle (but do not cut 
yarn coming from ball) leaving about 
2 '75cm* Spread hot glue on the first 
1 of the stem, beginning at 

petal end. With a popside stick, press 
tall into hot glue. Trim tail end* 

Wrap Stem and Attach Leaves 

Place yarn ball on the floor and hold 
yarn taut between your knees* Spread 
hot glue on stem in 1 y2'74cm 
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sections as you work. Holding the 
stem horizontally, slowly twirl the 
stem to wrap the yarn around the 
stem and press yarn into the glue: 
leave no space between wraps. Pause 
after wrapping 2-3"/5-7.5cfn of the 
stem. Press tail end of leaf (or leaves) 
into glue along next unwrapped 
section of stem. Working around the 
leaf (or leaves) and over the tail(s), 
continue wrapping the stem until 
completely covered. Trim end. Hot 
glue the edge of the leaf to the stem, 
if desired. -

(43, 45.5)cm from shoulder.

Row 1 With right side fac- 
ing, join A with sc in end of 
marked row at neck edge, sc 
in end of next 7 rows, work 0

Round 6 [5c in next 6 sc, 2 sc in 
next sc] 4 times— 32 sc- 
Round 7 [Sc in next 7 sc, 2 sc in 
next sc} 4 times — 36 sc* 

Round 8 [Sc in next 8 sc, 2 sc in 
next sc) 4 times, changing to D in 
last St — 40 sc. 

Round 9 With D, [sc in next 9 sc, 2 
sc in next sc] 4 times, changing to C 
in last St — 44 sc* 

Rounds 10-18 Sc in each sc 
around, changing color in last st of 
appropriate rounds as follows: work 
round 10 with C, round 1 1 with D, 
rounds 12-14 with 8, round 15 with 
D, round 16 with C, round 17 with 
D, round 18 with B.

Round 20 [Sc in next 8 sc, sc2tog] 4 
times, changing to D in last st — 36 sc. 
Round 21 With D, [sc in next 7 sc, 
sc2tog] 4 times, changing to C in 
last st— 32 sc. 

Round 22 With C, [sc in next 6 sc, 
sc2tog] 4 times, changing to D in 
last st — 28 sc. 

Round 23 With D, [sc In next 5 sc, 
sc2tog] 4 times, changing to B in 
last st — 24 sc* 
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Round 24 With B, fsc in next 4 sc, 
sc2togl 4 times“20 sc. 

Round 25 [Sc in next 3 sc, sc2tog] 4 
times — 1 6 sc* 

Round 26 [Sc in next 2 sc, scZtogj 4 
times, changing to D in last st — 12 
sc. Do not fasten off.
